“Chairman's Remarks 


With regard to Personnel needs*for the Faculty of Fine Arts ~ 

Dean Pinsky explained that he had requested an additional fifteen full- 
time Faculty members, fifteen technicians and six secretarial staff. 
Budget 

The Chairman informed Council that the Government had agreed to pick 

up the University deficit of $3 million and also that this amount would 
be built into the base grant with the recommendation that the University 
would have to live within its budget. No further requests for funds 
would be entertained. The University also asked that the Government 
raise the quota per student subsidy so that the University per capita 
grant would be the same as that granted to the Université du Québec. 
Space 

With pesbece to the new buds Dean Pinsky explained that the 

financial negotiations were still taking place. 

Departmental Structures 

Dean Pinsky explained that he proposed to set up a Committee to look into 
problems associated with the establishment of Departments within the 
Faculty of Fine Arts in order that within the next two years the move to- 
ward Departmental status would be completed. He explained that Search 
Committees for Departmental Chairman must be established at least six 
months before a Department is formed.. 
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Research 

This academic year the University received a total of $100,000. in 
funds for research. This is more than any other University in Quebec. 
Part of this money for Fine Arts will be directed specifically toward 
the development of research since Fine Arts must still grow and develop 
in this area. It will therefore become necessary to appoint a 

Research Director for the Faculty. This person will not only develop 
research ideas but will also be responsible for seeking out people to 
write up research proposals and in addition become aware of the govern- 
ment implications with respect to these proposals. 


Curriculum Report 


Library 
Assistant Dean Gross announced that policies which would extend 


borrowing privileges of periodicals were being debated at Senate. He 
asked members of Council for their views. 


A discussion took place around the policy regarding the binding of 
periodicals. 

Assistant Prof. Gary Walters asked what that policy was. 

Ms Loren Singer explained that at present the periodicals must be at Teast 
one inch thick before they are bound. She also explained that the Senate 
Library Committee was now discussing the issue of the circulation of 
bound periodicals to Faculty members. The recommended Changes in policy 
includes the distribution of periodicals currently not circulated 

and the circulation of periodicals for three days exclusively to faculty 
and staff members excluding the graduate students. 

The question of the circulation of unbound periodicals arose and it was 
felt by everyone that unbound periodicals should not be circulated. 


Regarding the binding policy Ms Singer informed Council members that 
she would investigate the possibility of binding Fine Art periodicals 
without having to adhere to the "one-inch thick" policy. 


Regarding the Library fund allocations, Dean Pinsky explained that 
Prof. Bordan had followed up this matter since our last discussion at 
Council and that RACCA had agreed there was a duplication in gathering 
statistical information. It was being looked into.

Competence in Written Expression 


Associate Prof. John Locke tabled the Doc. FAFC 78-1-D2 "Report 
of the Faculty of Fine Arts' Ad Hoc Committee on Competence in Written 
Expression" for Council's approval. 


After some discussion the following motions were made; 


"Motion: (Locke, Kelly) "that Council adopt the Report On 
Competence in Written Expression". 


lst Amendment: (Cazalet, Locke) 
"that Council move the deletion of Item No. 3 from the Report". 


Vote: Defeated 


2nd Amendment: (Sacca, Cazalet) 
"that Council move the deletion of Item No. 4 from the Report". 


Vote: Defeated 


3rd Amendment: (Kelly, James) 


"that Council move the deletion of Item No. 10 from the Report, 
(The calendar entry should be carefully worded. If it states that 
"the level of written expression will be taken into account in the 
grading of all written assignmants and examinations", we think that 
the mathematics professors may find the directive a bit awkward to 
carry out. Also a painting instructor or filmmaking instructor who 
may only occasionally give a written assignment may not want to be 
obligated to consider the level of written expression. The calandar 
entry should probably state "...may be taken into account...") 


and that it be substituted with Item No. 10 from the Doc. UCCC-77-D]1 
as follows; 


(It is recommended that a calendar entry should state clearly that the 
level of written expression will be taken into account in the grading 
of all written assignments and examinations. ) 


Vote: Carried 


The Motion was called and PASSED with one opposed and two abstentions.

Liaison 


Assistant Dean Gross noted that with the co-operation of the 
Liaison Department, Fine Arts had produced a 27-page booklet 
describing the programmes offered in the Faculty. The booklet 
was now in the process of being distributed. Dean Gross noted 
also that the whole area of publicity for the Faculty had to be 
dealt with and in this connection proposed that Liaison be asked 
to write a report detailing the means of dissemination of 
information and areas of public relations. 


Language Report 


The Task Force on Language submitted to Council its first report 
containing basically two kinds of recommendations which might be of 
concern to the University or perhaps CUFA. 


The Chairman explained that last year the Francophone student made 

up approximately 65% of the Fine Arts student population and that 

this year that distribution was approximately 50%. 

One of the questions which the Committee faced was whether our courses 
serviced this cultural group and if not, in what direction should our 
teaching take place. For instance, Fine Arts now offers a course in 
French in both Art History, and Cinema. Should we offer more? 


Assistant Prof. Bottenberg explained that one of the main problem 
areas was the issue of bilingualism as pointed out in numbers nine and 
ten of the Report; "that Council consider bilingualism as a norm and 
give positive recognition to achieve it", and "that in all personnel 
matters, e.g. hiring, bilingualism or a commitment to learn French be 
established in the contract as a condition of rehiring". 


Assistant Dean Gross queried the Committee's intention in this respect. 
Are we saying that we should take it upon ourselves in our Hiring 
Committees to observe a set of principles or are we trying to say to 
the University that this is what we want to do and would they please 
enact the appropriate legislation allowing us to do it. 


Assistant Prof. Gary Walters wondered what the basic attitude was toward 


Tanguage in this Province and this University and whether we as a faculty 


should not establish bilingualism as a norm. Should every attempt be 
made to achieve this? 


Associate Prof. Kelly wanted to know what the mandate of an English 
language University was in the Province of Quebec.

The Chairman explained that the Cahier IV may have allowed Fine 
Arts the freedom to teach in whatever language it finds most useful. 
Faculty Council must decide whether it wants to deal at the 
University level, i.e. with other faculties, or whether Fine Arts 
should see itself as a special case with different problems from 
the rest of the University. 


Associate Prof. Yves Gaucher explained that he thought it was 
Council's responsibility to define the problems, become aware of the 
social situation and to see how this will affect the University. 


The Chairman noted, since the time available for debate was limited, 
that Council adjourn and that the Report be placed as the first item 
on the agenda of the next Faculty Council meeting.
